Oysters en Brochette & 

Have thin strips of bacon cut 
into 4 or 5 pieces and have the 
oysters well drained. Put a strip 
of bacon on each skewer, then an 
oyster, alternating until the skew- 
er is filled to within an inch of the 
pointed end. Put a small cube of 
potato on the end of each skewer 
to keep the bacon and oysters in 
place. Broil under the flame until 
the bacon is crisp and the edges 
of the oysters curled, turning only 
once. Melt 3 tablespoons butter 
and seascn well with salt and pep- 
per. Add finely minced parsley, 
When the oysters are removed 
from the oven remove the potato 
cubes and spoon the sauce over 
them. You can serve on the skew- 
ers or remove the oysters and 
bacon to slices of buttered toast. 
Cole slaw made from new cabbage 
and finely shredded green peppers 
makes a nice accompaniment. 

Swordfish Steaks 

Dip swordfish steak in olive oil, 
sprinkle liberally with salt and 
broil under a hot flame until 
brown on both sides — about 6 
minutes to a side. Serve at once 
on a hot platter with a garnish of 
lemon and parsley. With it serve 
potatoes that have been thinly 
sliced doused liberally with melted 
butter, seasoned with salt and 
pepper then baked slowly in a 
covered casserole until tender and 
delicately browned on their edges.

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‘Your Child 


Child Should Be Told 
About Death 


By JANE HERBERT GOWARD 
ECENTLY eight-year-old Ellen 
witnessed a funeral procession 

At first mother saw no connection 
between this experience and the 
fact that little Ellen was kicking 
up a fuss at 
bedtime. But 
now mother 
realizes that 
Ellen’s refusal 
to go to bed 
and the scenes 
which invari- 
ably follow 
were means 
whereby the 
child hoped to 
keep herself 
awake. For in 
truth she was 
afraid to go to 
sleep; afraid 
that while she 
was asleep and’unaware she might 
die. She hoped to ward off death 
by keeping awake. 

Children are not articulate 
about their own emotions. We 
have to guess at what they feel. 
more or less. Fortunately, chil- 
dren ask questions about matters 
which puzzle them. From the na- 
ture of thc questions we should be 
able to tell whether the child 
merely is searching for knowledge 
or whether he really is disturbed. 
It is safe to assume when a child 
asks questions pertaining to death 
that he is caught in the spell of its 
mystery, that his mind harbors 
doubt and fear. Such questions de- 
serve our serious consideration. 

When a child asks if it is true 
that they bury you in.a hole in the 
fround when you die, don’t imag- 
ine that you can allay his fear by 
explaining that death is a long. 
peaceful sleep. He interprets death 
according to his understanding of 
life. He has no other knowledge 
to go by. What he really wants to 
know is what happens when some- 
one dies? Can he eat? Can he 
see?
